n ex t week. 
The co n gressio n al reso lu tio n 
calls fo r $11.4 billio n mo re in 
sp en din g than Presiden t Fo rd’s 


bu dget an d $8 .8 billio n higher 
deficit. 
Ho wev er, if the admin is­ 
tratio n were to fo llo w the as­ 
su mp tio n s u sed by au tho rs o f 
the co n gressio n al p lan , 
the 
Fo rd bu dget an d deficit wo u ld 
be sev eral billio n do llars high­ 
er, clo se to the co n gressio n al 
figu res. 
This may hav e influ enced 
Secretary o f the Treasu ry Wil­ 
liam E. Simo n, who in dicated 
Friday the admin istratio n may 
be willing to accep t the co n ­ 
gressio n al p lan . 
Simo n said the admin istratio n 
still wo u ld like the deficit held 
to $60 billio n, bu t added that a 


dan gero u s red ink figu re wo u ld 
be o ne in the $8 0 billio n to $100 
billio n ran ge. 
The co n ferees reached their 
co mp ro mise o n the bu dget reso ­ 
lu tio n after so me sharp an d 
heated debate. 
Ho u se co n ferees co n ten ded 
the Sen ate figu res were mu ch 
to o lo w to tu rn the eco no my 
aro u n d an d make a su bstan tial 
cu t in u n emp lo y men t. 
Sen. Edmu n d S. Mu skie, D-

WASHINGTON <AP) - U.S. 
o fficials are 
p riv ately

cern ed that the Pathet Lao , en ­ 
co u raged by Co mmu nist su c­ 
cesses in So u th Vietnam and 
Cambo dia, is attemp tin g to 
take co ntro l o f the go v ernment 
in Lao s 
Bu t, they also hav e the im 
p ressio n that Prin ce So u v anna 
Pho u ma intends to remain as 
p rime min ister an d p reserv e 
the co alitio n go v ern men t who se 
fo rmatio n a y ear ago bro u ght a 
fo rmal end to n early 20 y ears 
o f warfare 
These o fficials, asking no t to 
be identified, said they ex p ect a 
new wav e o f strikes in Vien­ 
tian e and o u tbu rsts o f fighting, 
p articu larly alo ng Ro u te 13, as 
the Pathet Lao step s u p its sp o 
radic 
camp aign 
Ho wev er, 
there is still no co nfirmatio n at 
the State Dep artmen t that fiv e 
p ro -Western Cabinet min isters 
n av e resign ed, which wo u ld v ir­ 
tu ally elimin ate the right wing 
factio n. 
Go v ern men t 
fo rces 
are 
kno wn to hav e walked away 
fro m sev eral military thru sts 
by the Co mmu nists in o rder to 
av ert an escalatio n o f the fight­ 
ing 
Recent stu dent demo n stra­ 
tio ns, meanwhile, are said by a 
State Dep artmen t sp o kesman to 
hav e been “p o litically mo ti­ 
v ated’’ p artly by “fo reign ele­ 
men ts."

but are co n cern ed abo u t its 
lo ng-term su rv iv al Still, it is 


giv en tar greater chan ce o f 
su ccess than the co u n try ’s 1957 
and 1962 co alitio ns 
In Vientiane, the U S Embas­ 
sy to day called o n American s 
in I .a o s to remain calm. 
“We do no t believ e there is 
any real dan ger to y o u o r y o u r 
p ro p erty ,” an embassy circu lar 
said “ We sho u ld be mo st cir­

Mora l goa ls s tem from mother

Mother’s Day must remind us 
that for every man in a thousand 
who will risk his life for a cause, 
there are a thousand mothers in a 
thousand who will risk their lives for 
their children, and have done so. 
The mother rests, weak and 
white, on the bed. Her forehead and 
all her body are wet with agony . But 
she no longer think s of that. She has 
heard her baby ’s first cry . And 
whether it be her first baby or her 
fifth, the feeling is the same. 
That hand which supports the 
head of the newborn baby supports 
the civilization of our great country . 
Great battles are fought and won 
and lost. Nations rise and fall. Great 
cities flourish today ; tomorrow the 
sands lie heavy over them. 
But of all these events, the eter­ 
nal Niagara of new babies is the first 
essential foundation. 
A m other’s moral leadership is 
the family ’s moral leadership and 
the moral leadership of our nation. 
In my own ex perience and trav­ 
els, I have never seen a really supe­ 
rior man who ever became too big 


for his mother, his boots or his Bible. 
On a hot night, in the dusty 
streets of a city , look and you will 
see thousands of women sitting in 
doorway s, or on fire escapes, tak ing 
care of children. 
In lonesome farmhouses, spotted 
far out on monotonous plains, under 
a low sun setting on a long hard day , 
you find women, cheerful and daunt­ 
less, tak ing care of children.

night.” 
Is not that black dress just as 
truly the uniform of a brave soldier? 
That woman has borne children. She 
has worried over sick beds, put chil­ 
dren in their graves, work ed for a 
family and for a husband. She may 
have put the husband in his grave, 
giving her pitiful savings in the ef­ 
fort to ex press loy alty through the 
undertak er. 
How poorly most m others’ serv­ 
ices are repaid by us men and by so­ 
ciety as a whole. 
“Ma means well,” you some­ 
times hear it said, ‘‘but she belongs 
to another generation. Things are 
different today . She doesn’t under­ 
stand.” 
Well, generally the difference is 
that there is not so much an age gap 
as there is an ex perience gap. And 
as for the y oung girl who m arries in­ 
to the family it’s wonderfully inspir­ 
ing to see the right k ind of y oung girl 
helping a y oung man. 
May I digress to point out that 
there are some hazards in courtship. 
In Philadelphia, for ex ample, a 
young man decided to court his girl 
by letter. He sent her a proposal ev­ 
ery day for 6 5 day s. On the 6 5th day 
the girl m arried the mailman. 
In any case, luck y is the boy who 
posesses the love, 
interest and 
thought of the right k ind of girl. 
They guarantee abler Americans 
in the future. For this country ’s so­ 
cial sy stem improves in proportion 
that the men in it are influenced by 
its good women. 
The strength of Niagara is made 
up of each drop of water moving in 
the sam e direction. Lik ewise with 
the strength of each family comes 
the strength of America. 
On Mother’s Day let each m em ­ 
ber in each family give confidence to 
the whole family regarding this ba­ 
sic fact. And let every one in the fam ­ 
ily give confidence in our great 
country .

At least one U.S. ally seems to 
be mak ing the most of the current 
game of “Let’s play reassess­ 
ment.” 
The “sudden and shock ing de­ 
velopments” in Southeast Asia 
and the “equivocal reaction” of 
the American Congress thereto, 
plus the limitations Congress has 
placed on presidential war-mak 
ing powers have created a whole 
new set of realities in Asia, say s 
Philippines President Ferdinand 
E. Marcos. 
Despite the ex istence of a U .S .- 
Philippines mutual defense treaty 
which Marcos himself renegotiat­ 
ed in 19 6 6 , “there’s no certainty 
that in case of ex ternal aggres­ 
sion the United States would come 
to the rescue of the Philippines,” 
he said the other day . 
He did not, however, specify 
what ex ternal powers harHor ag- 


gressive designs against the Phil­ 
ippines. 
Certainly Japan has neither 
the inclination nor the means to 
embark on another imperialistic 
adventure. North Vietnam will be 
preoccupied for some time in di­ 
gesting its recent victory . China 
is more lik ely to try to tak e Tai­ 
wan than launch an overseas in­ 
vasion of the Philippines and, 
any way , only the Soviet Union 
has a navy remotely capable of 
such an operation. 
The fact that President Mar­ 
cos can talk about the Philippines 
now being “in the front line” of 
U.S. defenses in Asia and at the 
same time drop hints about tak ­ 
ing over U.S. bases on the islands 
and even scapping the defense 
treaty with this country might 
suggest to a cy nic that he is less 
worried about any ex ternal threat 
than he is hopeful of wringing

Did Social Security reflect a 
grass roots demand for services? 
The answer is no. It was sold to the 
public under false pretenses and has 
since been ex panded undersimilar 
false pretenses y ear after y ear by 
people who are in the business of 
selling government programs to the 
county . 
Let me give a very much simpler 
and more recent ex ample, which I 
have already referred to—the safety 
and antipollution provisions for au­ 
tomobiles. Mr. Nader ran a crusade 
a few y ears ago that cars were un­ 
safe and that we ought to have an all­ 
wise government agency step in and 
protect ourselves from ourselves, 
require us to fasten the seat belts, 
require us to have safety devices on 


the car, etc. Again, was there a 
grass roots demand for government 
to step in on that area? Not a bit, it 
was a manufactured crusade which 
produced laws, the results of which 
most people don’t lik e. Indeed, to 
such an ex tent that this is one of the 
few ex amples you can cite in Ameri­ 
can history in which any govern­ 
ment control has ever been elimi­ 
nated. The outrage of the people 
about the absurd interlock sy stem 
whereby you can’t start y our car un­ 
less you have first mastered the me­ 
chanics of the gremlins that the 
m anufacturers built into y our seat­ 
belts, led to such a national outrage 
that Congress really repealed it. I 
don’t believe people realize how ex ­ 
traordinary an episode that is. As a 
connoisseur of governmental inter­ 
vention, I have tried to accumulate 
over the course of y ears the number 
of occasions on which a governmen­ 
tal intervention has been eliminated. 
The list is very short. It includes 
postal savings, it includes prohibi­ 
tion, that is a repeal of the Volstead 
Act of prohibiting alcoholic beverag­ 


es. It includes the repeal of the pro­ 
vision for compulsory interlock . You 
will find it very hard to add very 
many to that list. 


Let me give you another simple 
ex ample. I was in Florida not long 
ago, just the week after Congress 
had passed the mass transit bill pro­ 
viding for billions of dollars to be 
spent in local communities on mass 
transit. There was a story in the lo­ 
cal Florida paper about a proposal 
to ex pand bus service, which had 
been put up to the local voters three 
y ears in a row in the form of approv­ 
al of a bond issue. Three y ears in a 
row it had been turned down. Any 
student of democracy would say that 
that was pretty clear evidence that it 
wasn’t something which the popu­ 
lace desired. But what happened? 
The newspaper story was “Now that 
Washington has passed a m ass tran­ 
sit bill we’ll be able to have that bus 
sy stem” because the money will 
come from Washington. That surely 
was not a case where there was a 
grass root demand.

There really isn’t much of a 
difference between ex p ensive 
and cheap er cosmetics. Differ­ 
ences between brands are usu­ 
ally determined by which of the 
standard ing redients are used, 
and in what p rop ortion. One 
comp onent that may vary con­ 
siderably is the kind of p erfume 
used in a cosmetic. (The fra­ 
g rance, by the way , is usually 
the most ex p ensive ing redient 
in a cosmetic.) Tests have 
shown that consumers link a 
p roduct’s frag rance with its 
“p erceived quality .” 
The g overnment does not 
p retest cosmetics for safety or 
effectiveness. The Food and 
Drug Administration 
(FDA) 
does act to take a p roduct from 
the market if it receives too 
many rep orts of allerg ic reac­ 
tions to that p roduct. According 
to Dr. Richard Sy kes, a cosmet­ 
ics sp ecialist associated with 
Ralp h Nader, the FDA g eneral­ 
ly takes step s if it believes a 
p roduct is causing reactions 
among one out of a thousand us­ 
ers. But such step s are taken 
only after the p roduct has been 
in the market p lace. The g ov- 
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Don't overspend on cosmetics 


ly to p roduce, since every time 
a slig ht chang e was made in a 
cosm etic’s formula, a rew 
batch of labels would be need­ 
ed. And iney wouldn’t help con­ 
sumers much any way , the in­ 
dustry sp okesmen concluded, 
since those few p eop le who 
have allerg ic reactions usually 
don’t know what they ’re aller­ 
g ic to. 
Pressure from consumers 
succeeded in overriding each of 
these objections. In 1973 the 
FDA issued an order with an ef­ 
fective date of March 31, 1975. 
All cosmetics p ackag ed after 
that date must be labeled with a 
comp lete list of the ing redients 
(in 
descending 
order 
of 
weig ht). If the list is too long to 


be p rinted on a normal p roduct 
label, a tag must be attached to 
the p roduct bearing the list 
There is a p rocedur 
under 
which comp anies can p etition 
to have some ing redients left 
unlisted on the g rounds that 
they ’re trade secrets. But the 
FDA intends to be quite st; ict 
about g ranting such ex cep tions. 
As of late 1974, none had been 
g ranted. An FDA sp okesman 
said that any ing redient with a 
known p otential for causing al­ 
lerg ic reactions would not be 
allowed to slip throug h the 
trade-secret loop hole. Accord­ 
ing to Dr. Sy kes, the Nader cos­ 
metics sp ecialist, the trade se­ 
cret arg ument was silly any ­ 
way .

ernment relies on the manufac­ 
turers for p retesting . 
Some 60,000 p eop le are in­ 
jured by cosmetics every y ear, 
according to the Dep artment of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
The ty p ical allerg ic reaction is 
a rash, rang ing from a mild 
skin irritation to a reaction 
about as severe as a case of p oi­ 
son ivy . But there have been 
more serious injuries, including 
blindness, baldness and dis­ 
fig urement. Severe allerg ic re­ 
actions have been rep orted 
from the use of hair dy es, v a­ 
g inal sp ray s and nail p olish, 
among other p roducts. 
Cosmetics ads often master­ 
fully p roject an imag e while 
say ing nothing sp ecific about 
the p roduct. Sup p osing y ou are 
disap p ointed in a p roduct’s re­ 
sults, there p robably would be 
little y ou could say in a letter of 
p rotest to the comp any . After 
all, if a p roduct’s p romise was 
to “awaken the g oddess within 
y ou,” what are y ou g oing to 
write? Perhap s: “I boug ht a jar 
of y our miracle cream for $18, 
and as far as I can tell, the g od­ 
dess within me is still asleep .” 
You p robably wouldn’t g et very 
far with that comp laint. In the 
meantime, y ou’ve sp ent $18 for, 
say , a jar of cold cream. 
If the ing redients in an $18 jar 
and a $2.50 jar are basically the 
same, what does the ex tra mon­ 
ey buy ? In p art, it g oes to p ay 
for the p restig ious aura of the 
$18 jar. 
The ing redients are only a 
small fraction of the ultimate 
cmt of a cosmetic p roduct. 
What this means to y ou is that 
y ou can sav e if y ou make y our 
cosmetics y ourself. It’s p ossi­ 
ble, and no more difficult than 
making , say , a hollandaise 
sauce. 
You can make vanishing 
cream, hand lotion, astrin­ 
g ents, suntan lotion and after­ 
shave lotion at home, to name a 
few. Your local library p rob­ 
ably has books telling how to 
make cosmetics from scratch. 
Until very recently , making 
y our own cosmetics was the 
only way y ou could be sure of

There was an element of 
wistfulness evidenced as she 
compared the 100 years of the 
popularity of the Viennese 
waltz, which had created an era 
of gracious and gentle living in 
Austria, with the forthrightness 
and lack of illusion of today. 
She noted that it is very signifi­ 
cant that the entire mood of 
human existence changed with 
the death of Strauss in 1899. 
Vienna mourned, as did the 
world.

A u stria’s 
1000-year-old 
empire, there was no clear 
demarcation between the real 
world and that mystical land of 
the waltz. The Viennese tradi­ 
tionally lived in two countries

iriumnhoH and evervthinf? was 


silk-lined. It is impossible to 
exaggerate the degree to which 
the Viennese population must 
have been permeated with 
music after a hundred or more 
years of great musicians living 
in their midst 
— Haydn, 
Mozart, Beethoven, Schubert, 
Brahms and Johann Strauss 
and his son.” 


Johann Straus, born in 1825, 
came from a likely line of des­ 
cendants — his grandfather 
maintained a beer garden and 
dance hall, and his father wrote 
waltzs, polkas amd marches. 
After his father’s death, Johann 
combined his father’s and his 
own orchestra for tours. In 1885, 
he composed 
the 
“ Gypsy 
Baron,” a popular operetta, 
and in 1888 he wrote the “ E m ­ 
peror’s Waltz” for the corona­ 
tion of Franz Josef. No other 
composer was so well loved by 
his fellow composers and the 
public. 
While Verdi, Wagner and 
Brahms battled for musical 
supremacy and criticized each 
other’s music, they all thought 
Strauss was a unique genius.

His favorite 
partner, the late Albert More- 
head, South. 
They were using weak jump 
overcalls so Morehead elected 
to make a takeout double in 
spite of the singleton heart. 
As you can see the hand will 
make three notrump because 
each defender holds four clubs. 
It won’t make five diamonds 
because East holds three dia­ 
monds and only two spades. 
Will it make four spades? 
Sonny gave A1 a chance to 
try. His raise to three was 
based partly on his theory 
about 4-3 fits and partly be­ 
cause he had great faith in his 
partner’s dummy-playing abil­ 
ity. 
A1 didn’t disappoint him. He 
made the four-spade contract 
with no trouble at all. 
He ruffed the third club, led a 
trump to dummy’s queen and a 
second trump back to his ace. 
Then he started to run dia­ 
monds. He didn’t really care 
about who held the last two* 
trumps. Someone could ruff, 
but that one ruff would be the 
last trick for the defense. 
Actually, West ruffed as soon 
as he could and led a fourth 
club. A1 ruffed in dummy, came 
to his hand with the ace of 
hearts, drew the last trump and 
claimed.

Even with the widespread 
availability of polio vaccine, 
one out of four Illinois 2-y ear- 
olds 
rem ain 
unprotected 
against the disease, according 
to a recent polio survey con­ 
ducted by the Illinois D epart­ 
ment of Public Health. 
And state health authorities 
say that, if intensive efforts are 
not m ade to im prove the polio 
immunization level in Illinois, 
we face the possibility of new 
cases of paraly tic polio in the 
state. 
Dr. Joy ce Lashof, director of 
the state health departm ent, 
said, "Although Illinois’ polio 
immunization level is higher 
than the national average of 60 
per cent, there are still far too 
many children who have not re ­ 
ceived complete polio im m uni­ 
zation." 
Dr. Lashof explained that, 
during the first five y ears of 
life, children are m ore suscept­ 
ible to polio than at any other 
age. “By the tim e a child 
reaches the age of two," she 
said, "he should have received 
the basic series of polio im m un­ 
izations, plus one booster dose. 
A child who has received any 
less than this is susceptible to 
the disease." 
Dr. Lashof advised all par­ 
ents to check their children’s 
immunization records to deter­ 
mine whether they have re­ 
ceived the full series of polio

Princeto n wo n fiv e ev ents to 
co p first place with 57 po ints, 
the same amo u nt with what the 
Sterling Go lden Warrio rs cap­ 
tu red the team title in 1974. The 
57 m arkers represents the mo st 
po ints Princeto n has ev er 
sco red in an NCIC meet. The 
Tig ers’ prev io u s best was 47 4 
fo r seco nd place behind Ster­ 
ling last y ear. 
Princeto n snapped a fiv e- 
y ear winning streak by the 
Go lden 
W arrio rs. 
Sterling 
claimed seco nd with 4 64 , fo l­ 
lo wed by Ro ck Falls with 444- 
Then came Dix o n. Mendo ta and 
Ottawa tied with 22 each, Gene­ 
seo 19 4, Ro chelle 17 4, Kewa­ 
nee 10, plu s Hall and La Salle- 
Peru with 2 apiece. 


A do zen o f the 25 Du ke m ark­ 
ers came v ia winning effo rts by 
Wakeiey in the hu rdles ev ents. 
The ju nio r skimmed the lo ws in 
a meet reco rd o f :39 .4 altho u g h 
the mark is .2 o ff his o wn per­ 
so nal best ag ainst DeKalb ea r­ 
lier this campaig n. 
Wakeiey bettered the 1974 :40 
effo rt o f Reg g ie Anderso n fro m 
Geneseo in 197 4. Earlier in the 
ev ening , Wakeiey to o k the 120- 
y ard hig hs in : 14.8. 
Two o ther reco rds w ere 
erased du ring the co mpetitio n 
as Ro chelle’s Dav e MacTag - 
g art claimed the two -mile ru n 
in 9 :26 and Ottawa’s Jeff Veasy 
wo n the triple ju mp with a 
42’104 ” effo rt. MacTag g art s 
clo cking bettered the 9 :26.4 o f 
Princeto n’s Jo hn Sto rm in 1971 
while Veasy ex tended his o wn 
mark o f 42’4” set last y ear. 
MacTag g art and Sterling ’s 
Pat Fo rtney battled fo r sev en 
laps in the two mile befo re 
MacTag g art pu lled away to win 
by 40 y ards in the last qu arter 
mile. Fo rtney matched the win­ 
ner stride fo r stride fo r the first 
six laps befo re falling back 
three paces at the start o f the fi­ 
nal 440.

Dix o n’s 880 team 
was leading the pack u ntil a 
fau lty ex chang e co st it a place. 
Bill Lafferty , Dix o n head 
v arsity track co ach, co mment­ 
ed, “We didn’t sco re in the po le 
v au lt, lo ng ju mp, triple ju mp o r 
sho t pu t and we dro pped the ba­ 
to n o n the relay . We didn’t hav e 
any o ne in the (finals o f) 220 so 
we ju st left to o many thing s 
blank. 


“Bu t we’re a y o u ng team. 
We’re o nly lo sing fiv e o r six 
senio rs so we’ll hav e mo st jv - 
ffir 
ery o ne back nex t y ear. We tin 
ished abo u t where we fig u red 
to . Sterling , Princeto n and 
Ro ck Falls had to be the teams 
to beat. 
“Indiv idu ally , Randy Wake­ 
iey finished where I ex pected 
him. His hig h hu rdle race was 
su perb, bu t, in the lo ws he co u ld 
u se so m e im pro v em ent. It 
co u ld be better and pro bably 
will be no w that warmer weath­ 
er is here and the su rfaces o f 
the tracks are in better shape. 
“Du ane Co wley is o nly a ju n­ 
io r and I felt he co mpeted 
ag ainst an ex tra to u g h mile 
field. Bo th the mile and two - 
mile fields were lo aded and o u r 
bo y s did well. It’s to o bad o u r 
880 team missed a hando ff be­ 
cau se it lo o ked like they wo u ld 
do 1:33, which wo u ld be their 
best time o f the y ear by two o r 
three seco nds.

D EA R DR. LAM B — I want 
to ask you if it would do a per­ 
son any harm to drink Sanka 
coffee.

I ’m most 
interested in your opinion, 
D EA R R E A D ER — As long 
as you avoid any of the vitamin 
preparations that contain ex­ 
cessive quantities of vitamin A 
and D you shouldn’t have any 


adverse effects from the usual 
daily vitam in-type prepara­ 
tions. When any of the water 
soluble vitamins are taken in 
excess the excess is simply 
eliminated from the body. 
I ’m not opposed to people 
taking 
a 
d aily 
vitam in 
preparation as long as they 
don’t go overboard. In view ^ 
the diet fads, medical problems 
and, in some instances, inade­ 
quate 
inform ation 
about' 
nutrition, they probably do a lot 
more good than harm.
